AMES SMITH. superintendent of

Smith had walked 
tranquiliy away amid the rain of rock 
and earth until it was all over. Then 
he had returned and organized the 
work of rescue, his placidity causing 
the others instinctively to look to him 
for direction. Nor was bis speech 
more hurried than were his move- 
ments. He spoke but little, and then 
hie words caine in a quiet, even, dis- 
tinct drawl But he “got there" as 
quickly as most men, and a good deal 
quicker than some whose nerves were 
highly strung and with whom rapidity 


of action was ns necessary as breath- | 


ing, for he was possessed of keen pow- 
ers of observation and common sense, 
an earnestness of purpose that gave
